Have ready 
m eanw hile a kettle of b oiling water, 
and w hen the peeling process is com­ 
plete take the potatoes from the cold 
w ater, and, covering them 
M i t h b oiling 
salted w ater, set them oil the range, 
covered, to b oil. 
T w en ty m inutes will 
usually suffice, b ut to test them use a 
skewer or fork, and w hen they can b e 
pierced easily remove at once from tin 
fire, pour otf all the w ater and set them 
on t he b ack of the range, uncovered, to 
steam dry , assisting that process occa­ 
sionally b y a slight shak in g of tin* k et­ 
tle. 
If one asks the reason w hy potatoes 
should alw ay s b e cooked in b oiling M a ­ 
ter, try the follow ing experim ent for 
proof: Take tw o cups, in each of w hich 
has b een put a fceaspoonful of ordinary 
starch. 
Pour over one a quarter of a 
cupful of b oiling w ater and over the 
other the same quan tity of cold Mater 
an 1 ob serve the result. 
T he om over 
w hich the b oiling w ater was poured 
stay s in shape, a compact mass, w hile 
tlie one w ith the cold Mater dissolves 
into a soft paste. 
The potato is largely 
composed of start h, and from this trial 
any one m ay d raw his own conclusions. 
If y ou w ish a pulpy , w atery potato, use 
cold w ater; b ut if a dry , mealy , snowy 
hall tha t w ould delight rhe heart of 
Epicurus himself, alw ay s use b oiling 
w ater. — New York Commercial.
